bill submitted to Congress today by 
the Roosevelt administration fol- 
lows; 

Be it enacted by the Senate and 
the House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Con- 
gress assembled, that 

(A) When any Judge of a court 
of the United States, appointed to 


hold his office during good be- 
havior, has heretofore er hereafter 
attained the age of 70 years and 
has held a commission or commis- 
sions as Judge of any such court 
or courts at least 10 years, continu- 
ously or otherwise, and within six 


months thereafter has neither re- 


signed nor retired, the President, 


for each such Judge who has not 
so resigned or retired, shall nomi- 
nate, and by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, shall ap- 
point one additional Judge to the 
court to which the former is com- 
missioned. Provided, that no addi- 
tional Judge shall be appointed 
hereunder if the Judge who is of 
retirement age dies, resigns or re- 
tires prior to the nomination of 
such additional Judge. 

(B) The number of Judges of 
any court shall be permanently in- 
creased by the number appointed 
thereto under the provisions of sub- 


-gection (A) of this section. Ne more 


than 50 Judges shall be appointed 
thereunder, nor shall any Judge be 
se appointed if such appointment 
would result in (1) more than 15 
members of the Supreme Court of 
the United States, (2) more than 
two additional members so appoint- 
ed to a Cireuit Court of Appeals, 
the Court of Claims, the United 
States Court of Customs and Pat- 
ent Appeals, or the Customs Court, 
or (3) more than twice the number 
of Judges now authorized to be ap- 
pointed for any district or, in the 
case of Judges appointed for more 
than one district, for any such 
group of districts.

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TWO EXPLOSIONS 
4 MINUTES APART 


They Are Set Off Mile West 
of Page Substation—No 
Demands or Threats, Util- 
ity Man Says. 


Dynamite exploded last night at 
the base of one of the steel towers 
in St. Louis County carrying the 
Union Electric Light and Power 
Co. line from its hydro-electric 
plant at Keokuk, Ia., caused a break 
in the line, tying ‘up street cars 
for 45 minutes and _ interrupting 
household service in some parts of 
the county and the West End for 
shorter periods. 

It was the fourth unexplained 
bombing of such towers in the vi- 
cinity of St. Louis in less than 
eight months. Company officers, 
who estimated damage at $5000, 
said they had received no demands 
or threats, and could offer no rea- 
son for the bombing. 

The 80-foot tower, its four legs 
25 feet apart resting on concrete 
foundations, was about a mile west 
of the company’s Page avenue sub- 
station, near the south boundary 
of Valhalla Cemetery and approxi- 
mately in the center of the sparse- 
ly populated’ tract bounded by 
Pennsylvania avenue and Hanley 
road and Page avenue and St. 
Charles road. 

Tower Falls, Two Lines Snap. 

Collapse of the foundations 
caused the tower to fall, snapping 
two lines, each carrying three 30,- 
000-volt wires. Chief Deputy Sher- 
iff Arnold Willmann reported he 
found a 10-foot length of burned 
fuse at the scene. 

There were two distinct explo- 
sions, audible at a distance of sev- 
eral milles. With the first, at 9:17 
p. m., street cars stopped, some 
residence lights went off and others 
flickered, gained brilliance and re- 
sumed their normal state. The sec- 
ond blast came about four minutes 
later. 

Street car service throughout St. 
Louis and the county was affected. 
It was resumed after arrangements 
for obtaining power from the Union 
Electric’s Ashley street station had 
been made. 

Many Towns Affected. 

The Keokuk office reported that 
numerous towns served by the Mis- 
souri Power and Light Co., and the 
Central Illinois Public Service Co., 
also were affected by the break in 
the line, since they obtain power 
from the Keokuk plant. Service in 
such cases was restored in about 15 
minutes. 

George K. Miltenberger, a _ vice- 
president of the company, said there 
had been no labor trouble, com- 
plaints or demands. “The bombing 
of our lines is a mystery we would 
like to have explained,” he said. - 

The first bombing of the com- 
pany’s towers was on the east bank 
of the Mississippi River opposite 
Crystal City, Mo., last June 18; caus- 
ing a brief interruption of service 
in Jefferson County. On Sept. .13, 
there was an explosion at the base 
of a tower in St. Charles County, 
but service was not affected. Three 
weeks later, a St. Louis County 
tower, about three miles west of the 
Page avenue substation, was 
bombed, but the foundation was 
merely chipped. 

Linked with the bombings in po- 
lice investigations, is the unsolved 
murder of George J. Appleton, for-

History of Supreme Court. 

Since the earliest days of the 
Republic, the problem of the per- 
sonnel of the courts has needed 
the attention of the Congress. 
For example, from the beginning, 


over repeated protests to Presi- 


dent Washington, the Justices of 
the Supreme Court were required 
to “ride circuit”: and, as Circuit 
Justices, to hold trials through- 
out the length and breadth of the 
land—a practice which endured 
over a century. 

In almost every decade since 
1789. changes have been made 
by the Congress whereby the 
numbers of Judges and the du- 
ties of Judges in Federal Courts 


have been altered in one way or 


another. The Supreme Court was 
established with six members in 
1789; it was reduced to five in 
1801; it was increased to seven 
in 1807; it was increased to nine 
in 1837; it was increased to 10 
in 1863; it was reduced to seven 
in 1866; it was increased to nine 
in 1869. | 7 * 
More Judges Needed. 

The simple fact is that today 
a new need for legislative action 
arises because the personnel of 
the Federal judiciary is insuffi- 
cient to meet the business before 
them. A growing body of our 
citizens complain of the com- 
plexities, the delays, and the ex- 
pense of litigation in United 
States courts. 

A letter from the Attorney- 
General, which I submit here- 
with, justifies by reasoning and 
statistics the common impres- 
sion created by our overcrowded 
Federal dockets, ‘and it proves 
the need for additional Judges. 

Delay in any court results in 
injustice. 

It makes lawsuits a luxury 
available only to the few who 
can afford them or who have 
property interests to protect 
which are sufficiently large to 
repay the cost. Poorer litigants 
are compelled to abandon valu- 
able rights or to accept inade- 
quate or unjust settlements be- 
cause of sheer inability to fi- 
nance or to await the end of a 
long litigation. Only by speed- 
ing up the processes of the law 
and thereby reducing their cost 
can we eradicate the growing 
impression that the ‘courts are 
chiefly a haven for the well to 
do. 

Delays in the determination of 
appeals have the same effect, 
Moreover, if trials of original ac- 
tions are expedited and existing 
accumulations of cases are re- 
duced, the volume of work im- 
posed on the Circuit Courts of 
Appeals will further increase. 

The attainment. of speedier 
justice in the courts below will 
enlarge the task of the Supreme 
Court itself. And still more work 
would be added by the recom- 
mendation which I make later 
in this message for the quicker 
determination of oe ae 

court. 


Judges over 70 years of age and 
eligible to léave the bench on 
full pay. Originally no pension 
or retirement allowance was pro- 
vided by the Congress. When 
after 80 years of our national 
history the Congress made provi-. 
sion for pensions, it found a 
well-entrenched tradition among 


| Judges to cling to their posts, in 


many instances far beyond their 
years of 
capacity. Their salaries were 
small. As with other men, re- 
sponsibilities and obligations 
accumulated. No alternative had 
been open to them except to at- 
tempt to perform the duties of 
other offices to the very edge 
of the grave. 
Retirement on Pension. 

In exceptional cases, of 

course; judges, like other men, 


retain to an advanced age full 
mental and physical vigor. 


Those not so fortunate are often 


unable to perceive their own in- 
“They seem to be 


firmities. 
tenacious of the appearance of 
adequacy.” The voluntary re- 
tirement law of 1869. provided, 
therefore, only a partial solution. 
That law, still in force, has not 
proved effective in inducing 
aged judges to retire on a pen- 
sion, 

This result had been foreseen 
in the debates when the measure 
was being considered. It was 
then proposed that when a 
judge refused to rétire upon 
reaching the age of 70, an ad- 
ditional judge should be ap- 
pointed to assist in the work of 
the court. The proposal passed 
the House but was eliminated in 
the Senate. 

Objection to Present Law. 


With the opening of the twen- 


tieth century, and the great in- 
crease of population and com- 
merce, and the of a more 
complex type of litigation, simi- 
lar proposals were introduced in 
the Congress. To meet the situ- 
ation, in 1913, 1914, 1915 and 1916, 
the Attorneys-General then in M- 


fice recommended to the Con- 
gress that when a District or a 


Circuit Judge failed to retire at 
the age of 70, an additional Judge 
be appointed in order that the 
affairs of the court might be 
promptly and adequately dis- 


. charged, 


In 1919 a law was finally 
passed providing that the Presi- 
dent “may” appoint additional 
District and Circuit Judges, but 
only upon a finding that the 
incumbent Judge over 70 “is un- 
able to discharge efficiently all 


the duties of his office by reason 


of mental or physical disability 
of permanent character.” The 
discretionary and indefinite na- 
ture of this legislation has ren- 
dered it ineffective. No Presi- 
dent should be asked to deter- 
mine the ability or disability of 
any particular Judge. 


Heavy Task of Judges. 

The duty of a judge involves 
more than presiding or listening 
to testimony or arguments. It 
is well to remember that the 
mass of details involved in the 
average of law cases today is 
vastly greater and more compli; 
cated than even 20 years ago. 
Records and briefs must be 
read; statutes, decisions and ex- 
tensive material of a technical, 
scientific, st&tistical and eco- 
nomic nature must be searched 
and studied; opinions must be 
formulated and written. The 
modern tasks of judges call for 
the use of full energies. 

Modern complexities call also

Catching Up With Dock 

I also recommend that the 
Congress provide machinery for 
taking care of sudden or long- 
standing congestion in the lower 
courts. The Supreme Court 
should be ‘given power to ap- 
point an administrative assistant 
who may be called a proctor. He 
would be charged with the duty 


of watching the calendars and 


the business of all the courts in 
the Federal system. The Chief 


Justice thereupon should be au- 


thorized to make a temporary 


assignment of any circuit or dis- 


trict judge hereafter appointed 
in order that he may serve as 
long as neéded in any circuit or 
district where the courts are in 
arrears. : 

I attach a carefully considered 
draft of a ‘proposed bill, which, 
if enacted, would, I am confident, 


afford substantial relief. The pro- 


posed measure also contains a 
limit on the total number of 
Judges who might thus be ap- 
pointed and also a limit on the 
potential size of any one of our 
Federal courts. 

These proposals do not raise 
wny issue of constitutional 
law. They do not suggest any 
form of compulsory retirement 
for incumbent Judges. Indeed, 


those who have reached the re- 


tirement age, but desire to con- 
tinue their judicial work, would 
be able to do so under less phy- 


‘gical and mental strain and 


would be able to: play a useful 
part in relieving the growing 
congestion in the business of our 
courts. Among them are men of 
eminence and great ability 
whose services the Government 
would be loath to lose. If, on 
the other hand, any Judge elig- 
ible for retirement should feel 
that his court would suffer be- 
cause of an increase in its mem- 
bership. He may retire or re- 


‘sign under already existing pro- 


visions of law, if he wishes so 
to do. In this connection let 
me say that the pending pro- 
posal to extend to the Justices 
of the Supreme Court the same 
retirement privileges now avail- 
able to other Federal Judges, has 
my entire approval. 


‘ Conflicting Decisions. 

One further matter requires 
immediate attention. We have 
witnessed the spectacle of con- 
flicting decisions in both trial 
and appellate courts on the con- 
stitutionality of every form of 
important legislation. 
welter of uncomposed differences 
of judicial opinion has brought 
the law, the courts, and, indeed, 
the entire administration of jus- 
tice dangerously near to disre- 
pute. . 

A Federal statute is held legal 
by one Judge in one district; it 
is simultaneously held illegal by 
another Judge in another dis- 
trict. An act valid in one judi- 
cial circuit is invalid in another 
judicial circuit. Thus rights 
fully accorded to one group >f 
citizens may be denied to others. 
As a practical matter this means 
shat for periods running as long 
as One year or two years or three 
years—until ‘final determination 
can be made by the Supreme 
Court—the law loses its most in- 
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Such a

a heavy hand upon normal pro- 
cesses; and ho important statute 
can take effect—against any in- 
dividual or organization with the 
means to employ lawyers and 
engage in wide-flung litigation—*« 
until it has passed through the 
whole hierarch of the courts. 


Third House.“ 
Thus, the judiciary, by post- 


poning the effective date of acts 
of the Congress, is assuming an 


additional function and is com- 


ing more and more to constitute 
2 scattered, loosely organized 
and slowly operating third house 
of the National Legislature. 

This state of affairs has come 
upon the nation gradually over 
a period of decades. In my an- 
nual message to this Congress I 
expressed some views and some 
hopes. 

Now, as an immediate step, I. 
recommend that the Congress 
provide that no decision, injunc- 
tion, judgment or decree on any 
constitutional question be pro- 
mulgated hy any Federal Court 
without previous and ample no- 
tice to the Attorney-General and 
an opportunity for the United 
States to present evidence and 
be heard. This is to prevent 
court action on the constitution- 
ality of acts of the Congress in 
suits between private individ- 
uals, where the Government is 
not a party to the suit, without 
giving opportunity to the Gov- 
ernment of the United States to 
defend the law of the land, 


Quick Appeals on Basic Law. 


I also earnestly recommend 
that in cases in which any court 
of first instance determines a 
question of constitutionality, the 
Congress provide that there shall 
be a direct and immediate appeal 
to the Supreme Court and that 
such cases take precedence over 
all other matters pending in that 
court. Such legislation will, I am 
convinced, go far to alleviate the 
inequality, uncertainty and delay 
in the disposition of vital ques- 
tions of constitutionality arising 
under our fundamental law. 

My’ desire is to strengthen the 
administration of justice and to 
make it a more effective servant 
of public need. In the American 
ideal of government the courts 
find an essential and constitu- 
tional place. In striving to ful- 
fill that ideal, not only the 
Judges but the Congress and the 


' executive as well, must do all] 


in their power to bring the ju- 
dicial organization and person- 
nel to the high standards of use- 
fulness which sound and effi- 
cient government ‘and modern 
conditions require. 


Four Present Needs. 


This message has dealt with 
four present needs: 1 

First, to eliminate congestion 
of calendars and to make the 
judiciary as a whole less static 
by the constant and systematic 
addition of new blood to its per- 
sonnel; second, to make the ju- 
diciary more elastic by provid- 
ing for temporary transfers of 
circuit and district judges to 
those places where Federal 
courts are most in arrears; third, 
to furnish: the Supreme Court 
practical assistance in supervis- 
ing the conduct of business in 
the lower courts; fourth, to elim- 
inate inequality, uncertainty 
‘and delay now existing in the 
determination of ‘constitutional 
questions involving Federal stat- 
utes. 


If we increase the personnel 


of the Federal courts so that 
cases may be promptly decided 
in the first instance, and may 
be given adequate and prompt 
hearing on all appeals; if we 
invigorate ali the courts by the 
persistent infugion of new 
blood; if we grant to the Su- 
preme Court further power. and.

But that maneuver 
was not the Colonel’s only accomplish- 
ment of the day, for he also refused to 
permit food to be taken to the sit-inners 
after he had ruled that any striker who 
walked out of the plant to obtain a meal 
would not be permitted to re-enter it.

It is still too earty to see what, if 


one thing is, I think, clear, and 
that is that the courts are being 
subjected to a greater strain than 
they can for long continue to bear. 
The point is well made in an ex- 
ceptionally penetrating article on 
the opposition to Mr. Roosevelt 
which is published in the current 
number of Fortune magazine. The 
editors argue that since the collapse 
of all effective political oppositiion 
to Mr. Roosevelt, the opposition 
has been transferred from Congress 
and election campaigns to the 
courts. 

This is very significant observa- 
tion, and it is worth a good deal of 
Rreful reflection.

Date on Which Her Divorce 
‘Decree Supposedly Will 
Become Final. 


By the Associated Press. 

VIENNA, Feb. 5.—The Duke of 
Windsor plans to marry Mrs. Wallis 
Simpson April 27 at either the 
Enzesfeld castle of Baron Eugene 
Rothschild or in Vienna, a usually 
reliable source made known today. 
This is the date on which Mrs, 
Simpson's divorce decree from Er- 
nest Aldrich Simpson supposedly 
will become final. 

The former British King wants 
Mrs. Simpson to go to Vienna Apri? 
ee 
The informant said the wedding 
probably would be held at Enzes- 
feld because the expenses there 
would be less than in the Austrian 
Capital, “and the Duke must waren 
his pennies.” , 

He emphasized, however, the cur- 
rent plans were subject to change 
particularly after the Duke confers 
with his sister, the Countess of 
Harewood (the Princess royal), 
who will arrive in Vienna Sunday. 
The Countess left Leeds today for 
London on her way to visit her 
brother. She will be the first mem- 
ber of the royal family to see Ed- 
ward since his abdication last De- 
cember. 

Edward is planning to meet his 
sister either at some provincial sta- 
tion in Austria or in Vienna late 
Sunday afternoon.

criticised. I agree with South that 
the two diamond bid might have 
been based on a fair diamond suit 
and outside honors such as the 
spade queen or heart king, possibly 
both. It might be argued that if 
such had been the case, North, over 
two hearts, would be able either to 
raise the heart suit or give a jump 
preference bid in spades, I do not 
think this necessarily follows. 
North's hand might be something 
like this: 
Je Yxx OQJ1l0xx A X= 

With such a holding he hardly 
could bid more than two spades 
over two hearts, already having 
shown some strength by responding 
two diamonds. 

The real trouble with this hand 
seems to have been in the play. 
When declarer took the lead at the 
second trick he should have seen 
that there was only one chance to 
avoid the loss of two spades and 
one heart in addition to the club 


dc already canceded. His correct 


play was to lay down the spade 
ace and, when West dropped the 
queen, to have baled out the clubs 
by cashing the third round. Then 
he should lead a small spade. West 
now would be on lead and would 
be completely helpless.

The Story of 
Cancer Growth 
In Human Body 


“Why” Is Unknown, But It 
Starts With One Cell 
That Multiplies, 


By Dr. M. S. Seelig 


T various times the subject of 
cancer has been discussed: in 
thig column, and always with 
the objective of educating intelli- 
gent readers to know that this dis- 
ease is not as bad as it is painted, 
In these short talks it is not always 
possible to substantiate statements 
with facts. I necesgarily therefore 
jean rather heavily on the faith 
and trust of my readers. I have 
not the right, however, to demand 
too much credulity. I have, for 
example, urged early and fearless 
consultation. with your physician, 
and I have told how hopeful is the 
outiook for malignant disease when 
the patient is forehanded in the 
matter, Today 1 purpose to show 
what this prevision that I call fore- 
handedness rests upon. 

No intelligent person would think 
of trying to rid his lawn of dis- 
figuring dandelion weeds by merely 
cutting off the tops. Experience 
has taught the folly of such a pro- 
cedure; study of the growth of dan- 
delions has taught that the roots 
reproduce the plant even when it is 
closely cropped. Study has likewise 
taught that if the plant is permitted 
to seed, the tiny parachute seeds 
will inseminate the whole lawn un- 
til grass disappears and dandelions 
run riot. 


If the layman hopes to know any- 
thing about cancer, he must first of 
alt know how it grows. I very de- 
liberately make the comparison 
with the dandelion because it sim- 
plifies the telling of the story of 
cancer growth. In the first place, 
we do not know any more about 
why the cancer starts to grow than 
we know why the dandelion does, 
What we do know is that a cancer 
is made up of cells strikingly like 
the normal cells of the body but 
differing from them in a furious 
and fiendish tendency to grow with- 
out limit and beyond bounds, The 
process starts with one cell. This 
cell divided into two, the two into 
four and so on, by geometrical pro- 
gression until there are billions of 
cells lumped together in the form 
of a tumor. If, at this stage of the 
growth, the surgeon appears on the 
scene and removes the mass of 
wildly growing cells, then, to quote 
Uncle Remus, that’s very likely te 
be the end of Brer, Cancer.” 

If, on the other hand, the patient 
delays too long either in seeking 
competent advice or in following it, 
then the cells begin to grow out as 
offshoots into the little chinks and 
crevices of the body tissue in the 
immediate neighborhood of the can- 
cer, These ramifying outgrowths 
resemble the roots of the ‘dandelion, 
though, of course, they are not roots 
but merely cancer prolongations. 
After a time, this extension covers 
such a wide area that it may be- 
come impossible to cut the whole 
mass out, lock, stock and barrel, as 
one can do in the early stages of 
the disease. 

And while this loca] spread into 
the neighboring territory is going 
on, the cella may grow into little 
blood or lymph vessels, whence they 
are carried to distant points by the 
blood or lymph current, just as the 
dandelion seeds are carried to dis- 
tant points by the wind currents. 
When these cells are thus carried, 
they may start the growth of a 
new cancer just as soon as they 
settle down in the distant, new lo- 
eation, thus creating a hopeless sit- 
uation, which could have been 
avoided by an early operation. 

It all seems to me to be so clear 
and logical that I cannot under- 
stand why we have so much diffi- 
culty in persuading people te take 
time by the forelock as soon as they 
suspect that they might have a can- 


cer.
